In  ooir  considerations  of  screenings  under  the  new  Federal  Seed  Act 
let*s  see  first  v/hat  screening  are.    As  defined  "by  the  law  screening  include 
chaff,  innature  seed,  weed  seed,  or  other  material  that  is  renoved  fron  seed 
in  any  cleaning  or  processing  operation,  and  all  or  any  of  these  will  he  classed 
as  screenings  if  they  contain  les.s  than  25  percent  of  live  agricultural  or 
vegetable  seeds. 

How  that  we  know  what  screenings  ore  we  night  see  what  has  he en  done 
with  then  in  the  past.    In  largo  part  they  have  "been  used  for  feed;  they  have 
heen  ground  up  and  nade  a  part  of  regular  ground  feeds  for  different  classes 
of  aninals.    But  a  snail  part  of  then  h^ve  heen  used  to  nix  vith  seed  that  is 
good  enough  for  planting  purposes.    Of  course  after  nixing  the  seed  had  a  good 
deal  nore  hulk.    In  a  few  cases  it  has  hoon  found  that  the  screenings  thenselvcs 
have  heen  sold  for  planting  purposes. 

That  is  what  screenings  have  heen  used  for  in  the  past.  How  under 
the  new  Federal  Seed  Act  v/hat  nay  the  screenings  tha-t  are  noved  in  interstate 
connerce  he  used  fort 

In  general  vie  can  say  that  they  nay  he  used  only  for  processing 
into  feedstuffs  or  other  products.    I  think  we  all  realize  as  ohjectionahle 
the  nixing  of  chaff,  innature  seed  and  weed  seed  with  perfectly  good  seed;  or 
the  sale  of  these  materials  as  good  seed. 

If  the  screenings  nay  he  used  in  feed  stuffs  then  of  course  they 
nay  he  noved  in  interstate  connerce.    But  when  they  are  novcd  in  interstate 
connerce  they  nust  ho  plainly  narked.     If  the  screenings  are  in  sacks  then  each 
sack  nust  he  narked,  the  wording  nust  show  plainly  that  the  screenings  are 
shi^oped  for  processing  and  the  infornation  nust  he  stated  in  18  point  type, 
(that  neans  type  ahout  3/8  inch  high.)  or  a  similar  declaration  nust  he  nade 
on  the  invoice. 


That  is  the  law  as  it  applies  to  the  screenings  that  originat 
this  country. 
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Naturally  it  is  a  privilege  of  this  country  to  say  what  screenings 
nay  he  hrought  into  this  country  fron  foreign  countries.    Only  these  are  per- 
nitted,  wheat,  oats,  rye,  harley,  huckv/heat,  field  corn,  sor^un,  hrooncorn, 
flax,  nillet,  Proso  nillet,  soyhcans,  field  peas,  and  field  heans.    And  of 
course  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  say  tha.t  screenings  nay  he  used  only 
for  processing  apply  to  these  inported  ones. 
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Ono  provision  of  the  lav  that  will  particularly  interest  the  T7est 
where  sone  of  the  finest  lawn  grasses  are  grown  is  the  prohihition  of  inter- 
state shipnent  of  chaff  for  the  purpose  of  nixing  it  with  lawn  grass* 

To  siimiarizo  the  provisions  of 'the  law?  screenings  '  arc  the  naterials 
containing  less  than  25  percent  of  live  seed  which  are  renoved  fron  agricultural 
or  vegetahle  seeds*  •  ■ 

These  nay  "be  shipped  iri  interstat'e'  conrierce  only  when  they  are  used 
for .lorocessing  into  foodstuffs  or  other  products,  and  they  nust  "be^plainly 
laheled. .  .'  ',.  ' 
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
